(U P I) - Fire in­ 
vestigators today checked the possibility 
that an explosion in an oil compresser

med with 1,000 persons, touching off the 
disastrous fire that killed at least 160 
persons at the Beverly Hills Supper Club 
The Saturday night fire swept through 
the huge supper club — which was not 
equipped with a sprinkler system — pan­ 
icking a holiday crowd of 3.500 persons 
on hand for dinner and a show by singer 
John Davidson, who escaped the blaze 
Medical examiners today attempted to 
piece together bone fragments while 
recovery crews dug through the charred 
and muddy debris for more victims of 
the fire 
At least 74 persons were injured in the 
fire and were taken to hospitals here and 
in nearby Cincinnati 
Eleven persons were treated and 
released but the others were admitted 
and listed in conditions ranging from fair 
to critical 
Authorities said Sunday they feared 
the death toll could reach 400 However, 
Southgate Fire Chief David Riesenberg 
said, “ I’m optimistic we won’t find any 
more bodies.” 
Riesenberg said the area of the ruins 
remaining to be searched was not one of 
the worst hit by the fire 
Dr Fred Stine. Campbell County. Ky., 
coroner, said he understood the fire 
started in an oil compresser beneath the 
Zebra Room, one of 21 party rooms.

Conn killed 168 
Moluccans tell Dutch 
they know destination 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (U P I) — 
South Moluccan terrorists holding 60 
hostages at gunpoint for a week told 
Dutch authorities today to mind their 
own business about a possible getaway 
destination, saying they kr jv, where 
they want to go. 
Deputy Justice Minister 
Hendrik 
Zeevalkmg said at The Hague that con­ 
tact with the gunmen over a field 
telephone has become “ stiff and labori­ 
ous ” 
“ They say they know where they want 
to go, but that this is no one else’s 
business.” a spokesman said of the 
Moluccans 
About 15 gunmen pressing for in­ 
dependence from Indonesia for their 
island homeland, a former Dutch colony, 
seized a school and a tram in northern 
Holland in twin attacks last Monday 
They held 56 hostages aboard the 
hijacked blue-and-yellow train south of 
Groningen and four teachers in an 
elementary school at Bovensmilde, 19 
miles away 
The gunmen freed more than 100 
children from the school Friday when an 
infectious illness felled many of the 
youngsters 
Conversations between the gunmen in 
the school and a government crisis 
center at Assen dealt only with the 
delivery of breakfast, the spokesman 
said 
The gunmen Sunday asked for and 
received an Indonesianstyle meal from a 
Chinese takeout restaurant in Assen 
The government asked the gunmen to 
name a getaway destination Sunday 
because, as Zeevalkmg explained, “ If 


you don’t know where you want to go you 
will never get someone to fly you there.’ 
He said it would be impossible to find a 
crew to fly to an unknown destination 
The gunmen demanded the release of 
21 Moluccan terrorists already in prison 
jnd getaway planes to fly them 
the 
prisoners and the hostages out of the 
country 


Zeevalking said the government’s 
request that the terrorists state a 
destination did not mean they would be 
allowed to leave, but was an attempt to 
bring talks to a realistic level 
A spokesman said the terrorists got 
“ angry over the government’s insistence 
on this point ” 
Although talks generally were not 
hostile, the gunmen aboard the train 
specifically refused to release a 23-vear- 
old woman who is seven months preg­ 
nant 
A spokesman said the gunmen on the 
train and those still at the school have 
not spoken to one another for several 
days, although a direct telephone line 
was installed 
Zeevalking said this appeared due to 
“ a technical hitch" rather than to dis­

PA R IS (U P I) - Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance said today the United States 
will support efforts to build a new world 
economic order based on "equity 
growth 
and justice ” 
“ There should be a new international 
economic system,” Vance said on the 
opening day of the North-South dialogue 
between rich and poor countries “ In 
that system, there must be equity ... 
there must be growth 
but, above all 
there must be justice.” 
The three-day conference, which drew 
representatives of 27 nations, is aimed at 
forging new relationships between the 
world’s rich and poor countries in aid 
and trade. 
Vance said the Carter Administration, 
subject to congressional approval, is 
prepared to devote an extra $375 million 
over present levels in bilateral aid for 
the poorest countries 
Vance said, however, the United States 
will insist that programs receiving such 
aid will be "more effectively planned, 
delivered and administered” and that 
other rich nations, including Communist 
countries, also provide significant con­ 
tributions 
The secretary also called for a sub­ 
stantial increase in the general capital of 
the World Bank to enhance its lending 
capacity so that it could undertake new 
programs in the development of energy, 
new resources and commodity diver­ 


sification 
Vance earlier met with Algerian 
Foreign Minister Abdelaziz Bouteflika, 
whose country has taken the most 
aggressive role of the 19 “ havenot” 
countries during the frequently 
acrimonious NorthSouth dialogue 
The meeting of eight industrial nations 
and 19 developing countries is formally 
known as the Conference on Inter­ 
national Economic Cooperation 
In his remarks, Vance also 
— Pledged U S support for a rapid 
development of energy resources in 
developing nations 
— 
Pledged U S 
participation in a 
special $1 billion action program to meet 
the most acute needs of the world’s 
poorest nations 
— Expressed U S willingness to join a 
plan to develop specific programs to

Can animals predict quakes? 


TOKYO (UPI) - For those 
who worry about earthquakes a 
Japanese scientist offers this 
advice Keep a pot yak 
Any time the vak refu ses to 
eat. begin earthquake counter* 
measures. A vak on a hunger 
strike is a sign that a quake 
may be only a few hours oft 
Animals often do odd things 
before 
earthquakes 
says 
Tsuneji Rikitake a scientist at 
the Tokyo Institute of Tech­ 
nology 
He has just finished compil­ 
ing 157 case histories of strange 
behavior of animals before big 
quakes in Japan 
China and 
Europe during the last 300 
vears 
The yak a Tibetan ox is only 
one of several animals that may 
be able to anticipate quakes, 
Rikitake says 
Cats mice, raged birds and 
even tigers in zoos all have 


histories of acting up before the 
ground begins to tremble 
In China, local governments 
keep several types of animals 
under observation as an earth­ 
quake forecasting measure. 
Rikitake says 
Detection of 
strange animal behavior is 
credited with saving lives in a 
1976 quake m China’s Fukien 
province 
Rikitake theorizes that some 
animals may have a built-in 
ibility to detect slight changes 
in the earth s magnetism 
Unusual movements of fish 
also have been a tip-off of an ap­ 
proaching quake Rikitake says 
that just before the temblor 
that devastated Tokyo and 
Yokohama in 1923. catfish were 
seen leaping from rivers like 
trout something they normally 
don't do 


He notes several cases in 
which mice and birds disap­ 
peared from a locality just 
before a major earthquake 
Cats deserted a number of 
villages in northern Italy two or 
three hours before they were 
hit by a severe quake in 1975

A single shot fired at Ecevit

Republican People s party 
leader, but injured one of his 
supporters 
Airport officials said they 
believed a bomb at Istanbul's 


Yasilkoy Airport that killed 
three Turks and injured more 
than 30 persons might have 
been planted by a Moslem sect 
Copies of books written by the 
late founder of a fanatical 
Moslem sect in eastern Turkey 
were found in the basement 
luggage checkroom where the 
bomb exploded, ripping a hole 
in the floor of the international 
departure lounge on the floor 
above 
A second explosion wrecked 
the entrance to Istanbul's 
Sirkeci station, terminus of the 


fabled Orient Express, wound­ 
ing nine persons 
Again, the 
bomb was planted in the 
baggage checkroom 
In Izmir, a coastal resort 
some 215 miles to the south, an 
unidentified gunman fired a 
shot at Ecevit as he arrived at 
the airport on a campaign visit 
The shot missed Ecevit but 
struck Mehmet Isvan. brother 
of Istanbul’s mayor, in the 
kneecap 
It was the fifth assassination 
attempt against Ecevit and the 
latest incident in a spiral of 


political violence that has killed 
more than 45 persons during the 
campaign period for the June 5 
parliamentary elections 
At 
least 37 were killed in a riot 
during a Mav-Day rally in 
Istanbul 


Conservative Premier Sulei­ 
man Demirel's Justice party 
and 
E c e v it’s leftofcenter 
Republican People's party 
joined forces to call the elec­ 
tions four months early in a bid 
to end the political vacuum in 
Turkev and halt the violence

Simple words, basic words. 
But they should be more 
meaningful for Americans on 
this day than perhaps any. For 
they define the paradox of our 
national experience. 
As a nation we were born in 
war and we have known much 
of it as our history has 
lengthened. More, we have 
become accustomed to doing 
well in war. From Lexington 
Gettysburg and Belleau Wood 
to Normandy, Inchon and even 
the trag e d y of V ietnam . 
Americans have ever fought 
well for cause and country. 
Yet we are not a warlike 
people. The warrior state has 
never been our goal. Our 
deepest a ttach m en ts have 
always been to the pursuits of 
peace. And if we have rejoiced 
in victory, the real reason has 
not been the material spoils 
that it might bring but because 
it has meant the return of 
peace. 
All too often, however, we 
have taken the return of peace 
as a signal for national relaxa­ 
tion. We have not pursued the 
national welfare and better­ 
ment in peace with the ardor 
and valor we have devoted to 
war. 


On this day when, above all 
others, we pause to remember 
with pride and pain the tragic, 
ultim ate sacrifice all too 
many thousand have had to 
pay that we might do well in 
war, it is fitting that we also 
pause to ponder our commit­ 
ment to our honored dead. 
Its 
fulfillment 
requires 
more than flags, flowers and 
memorials. It requires that we 
d e d i c a t e 
o u r s e l v e s 
to 
perfecting in peace the society 
their sacrifice has preserved 
with ardor at least equal to 
theirs in preserving it. 
The road to peace is long and 
hard, as we learned so painful­ 
ly in our most recent resort to 
trial by combat, the national 
wounds from which are not yet 
completely healed 
But the 
proper employment of peace 
to justify the sacrifices of war 
and perfect the ideals of truth, 
freedom 
and 
brotherhood 
which sustain us is no less dif­ 
ficult. 
Yet this is our task and our 
commitment. Our message for 
today was stated many years 
ago by Robert Browning: 
“ He who did well in war just 
earns the right to begin doing 
well in peace.”

Those who know Carter expect him to 
shoot off his mouth like a one-man firing 
range He has pledged to give no quarter 
in the battle against gun controls But he 
is expected to produce more fireworks 
than results 
The National Rifle A ssociation is 
housed in an eight-story, chrome-and- 
glass building only a rifle shot from the 
Baptist church where President Carter 
worships Its top executives, known on 
the inside as The Troika, occupied the 
eighth floor 
They remained aloof from the minions 
on the lower floors, whose discontent 
erupted into the open with the firing of 84 
employes at exactly 4 p m on Nov 8. 
1976 The day is still remembered within 
the NRA citadel as “ Bloody Monday ” 
The discharged em ployes fought back 
One woman swore to government in­ 
vestigators that she had been ordered to 
“ take care of” a high NRA official Ac­ 
cording to her complaint, it was made 
clear to her that the order entailed sex­ 
ual favors 
The intrigue became so thick inside 
NRA headquarters that the plotters held 
their

was the only safe place, 
they were told, to escape eavesdropping 
Earlier this spring.

D-Mmch , an NRA director, was moved 
to fire off an angry, eight-page, singled- 
spaced letter to his fellow directors

This was followed by a lawsuit by 31 
NRA 
members, 
including 
right-wing 
publisher William 
Loeb. against the 
NRA leadership So the NRA convention 
in Cincinnati, which had been scheduled 
to be an innocuous affair devoted to 
some pomp and more circumstance, 
became instead a bitter confrontation 


When the dust cleared in the early 
hours of May 22. The Troika had been 
deposed and its chief loyalists purged 
Their places are now occupied by the 
true believers, who will never com ­ 
promise their right to possess devices 
designed to blow holes in people and 
animals

the National Rifle Association produced 
seven 
confidential 
"assumptions' 
to 
guide their policies for 1977. They 
solemnly concluded, for exam ple, that 
“there will be no war or other major in­ 
ternational development that would dis­ 
rupt the dom estic economy ” Their sixth 
secret assumption was that no major 
changes would occur within the NRA 
Hopefully, their no-war prediction will 
turn out to be more accurate. 
CARTER'S RINGERS - Buried in the 
fine print of President Carter’s energy 
program are two ringers which could 
cost the consumers more than $9 billion 
the first year and $3 6 billion thereafter 
The beneficiaries, as usual, would be the 
oil-and-gas 
industry and the private 
utilities 


The first ringer was slipped into a 
Senate government affairs measure; it 
could allow the utilities to begin charg­ 
ing off the cost of new plants as they are 
being built. 
This little technicality, along with 
other charges that Carter is willing to 
pass on to the consumers, could add up to 
a whopping $3 6 billion annually 
The second ringer, which reposes 
among the com plex clauses of Carter’s 
energy bill, would abort the appeal of 
natural gas controversies now before the 
courts. 
This is another technicality, which 
might escape the unenlightened But the 
experts tell us this provision could wind 
up costing up to $6 billion Thus the total 
would soar past $9 billion, with a lesser 
but continuing annual effect. 
All these billions, of course, would 
com e out of the pockets of the con­ 
sumers 
The Carter administration is 
pushing the proposals in the name of 
streamlining the national energy ap­ 
paratus
